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H ackney’s Olympic 
hopefuls are set to 
benefit from cash 
won in a legal battle with 
sportswear giant Nike. 

The Council set up a 
Youth Sports Fund after 
wresting £300,000 from 
Nike for using the 
borough’s logo on a range 
of sportswear, without 
permission. 

The David versus 
Goliath case made national 
headlines and Mayor Jules 
Pipe pledged the settlement 


money would be used to 
support sports and leisure 
activities for Hackney’s 
youth. 

Now the first round of 
grants, totalling more than 
£10,000, have been 
awarded to young athletes 
and sports clubs across the 
borough. 

Paralympic swimmer 
Dervis Konuralp, who is 
going for gold in the Beijing 
2008 games by training at 
the London Fields Lido, is 
among the first recipients. 

He said: “It is great to get 
support from my local 
Council, as I do not receive 
funding from UK Sport. 
People don’t realise how 


expensive it is to train - 
you need more than 
goggles and a pair of 
trunks! I really want to 
bring back gold from 
Beijing this year and make 
Hackney proud.” 

Others set to benefit 
include upcoming talent in 
sports like athletics, Judo, 
Karate, wheel-chair 
basketball, tennis, football 
and rowing. The fund will 
be given out in stages over 
the next five years, with 
up to £50,000 available 
this year. 

Mayor Pipe said: “I’m 
pleased the money we won 
from Nike is now starting 
to make a difference to 


talented athletes in 
Hackney. These are small 
grants to individuals and 
groups, but will lend a 
helping hand towards 
training costs and 
equipment. 

“As a 2012 host 
borough, Hackney should 
support home-grown 
talent, whether that be 
elite athletes training for 
the Olympics, or young 
people involved in sport at 
any level.” 

Dervis, who has reached 
the top despite a severe 
visual impairment, has 
just been appointed as 
Hackney’s first Olympic 
and Paralympic 


Ambassador and will be 
working to engage young 
people and promote the 
Games by telling his 
inspirational story.

YOUR Council has been judged one of the most improved in 
the country. 

It’s not just the Council saying this, it’s the Audit 
Commission - the independent body responsible for 
ensuring local authorities spend public money efficiently 
and effectively. 

The Commission said Hackney had ‘one of the highest 
rates of service improvement in London and a top quartile 
improvement rate nationally’. 

After assessing the Council’s performance over the past 
year, it was awarded three out of a maximum four stars. 
Hackney was described as ‘improving strongly’ - the 
highest position possible in the Commission’s rating 
system, and one only 
awarded to 21 other 
authorities in the country. 

Just a few years ago, 

Hackney was one of the 
worst performers in the 
country and ratings like 
these were unimaginable. 

These results show just how 
far the Council has come in 
a short time. 

This is good news, but there’s a lot more to do to make 
Hackney the top performing Council I want it to be. 

That’s why, for me, one of the most important findings of 
the survey was that Hackney was deemed to have ‘the 
capacity to deliver its robust plans for further 
improvement’. 

The Commission added Hackney has ‘a good 
understanding of where it needs to improve further and the 
appropriate actions required. There are no weaknesses or 
failures in corporate governance that would prevent 
improvement being sustained’. 

The Commission’s assessments are important because 
they tell us how the Council measures up to set standards 
and how its performance compares to other local 
authorities. 

More importantly however, is what you, our residents, think. 
So while the Council aims to get better even faster, it’s the 
things that you said were important - like cleaner streets 
and better leisure facilities - that will drive Council plans 
and performance throughout the year.

I F you caught the first 
episode of new BBC 
drama Ashes to Ashes, 
some of the scenes may 
have seemed familiar. 

That’s because much of 
the filming for the eagerly 
anticipated sequel to hit 
police drama series Life on 
Mars took place in Hackney. 

The crew came to the 
borough last autumn for 
around three weeks, filming 
primarily in Albion Square, 
Dalston, and Christopher 
Street, near the City borders. 

The Life on Mars 
flashback to the 1970s 
proved to be one of its most 
popular elements. This 
time, it’s 1981 and the 
show’s central character, 
the politically incorrect 
DCI Gene Hunt, has moved 
from Manchester to join 
the Met Police in London. 


Beth Williams, the show’s 
producer, said: “We thought 
we would bring him to 
London where his Northern 
views would come into 
conflict with ‘the Southern 
ponces’ he finds 


Keeley Hawes of Spooks 
fame, plays ambitious, 
psychological profiler, DI 
Alex Drake, who is dragged 
back in time and has to 
work alongside the 
unreconstructed Hunt, so 
sparks are set to fly.

Grimaldi, who first appeared on 
stage at Drury Lane as a tot, is thought to be the 
inspiration for the clown nickname ‘Joey’.

You’re hired 

The top public servant responsible for 
running Hackney has been appointed. 

Tim Shields was officially made the 
next Chief Executive (CE) by Full Council 
1 30 January. 

He has worked for Hackney for nearly 
six years and was Corporate 
Director of Finance and 
Resources from December 2003 
before being made interim CE 
last May. In the eight months he held that post, Tim worked 
with elected Mayor, Jules Pipe, to focus on improving 
services and identifying areas where resources are needed 
to speed up the pace of change within the organisation and 
the borough as a whole. 

Tim is an accountant by background and has spent over 
27 years in local government holding posts in Wandsworth, 
Epsom and Ewell and Lambeth before joining Hackney in 
July 2002. 

Mayor Pipe said: “Tim has a track record of consistent 
achievement at senior level and has made an outstanding 
contribution to the Council. His successful management 
helped turn around the Council’s finances. He has led on 
key projects such as Building Schools for the Future and 
the Academies programme and made a significant 
contribution to improving services across the board. Tim 
was quite simply the best candidate for the job.” 

Tim added: “The Council’s services are continuously 
improving. While we have made huge progress over recent 
years, there are still fresh challenges ahead. 

“I am looking forward to working with staff, the elected 
Mayor and Councillors to deliver further improvements and 
continue Hackney’s journey to excellence.” 

An appointments sub-committee, which included 
representatives of all the three main political parties, was 
established to oversee the recruitment process. The sub- 
committee unanimously agreed to recommend this 
appointment.

Peace is what 
we need now 


One young woman broke down as she 
shared her experience. Others spoke about 
their involvement with the Anne Frank 
exhibition, which is on currently on tour in 
Britain - and was displayed in the Town 
Hall on the day. 

The Speaker said: “The day is intended 
to encourage everyone to remember the 
victims of the Holocaust, of all Nazi racial 
and social persecution, more recent 
genocides, and of discrimination and hate 
crimes in Britain today. 

“Peace is what is needed for our world 
now. Peace which accepts that we live in a 
diverse community, and it is that very 
diversity that is actually our strength. 

“Living side by side with our neighbours, 
in peace and respect. That is the challenge 
for us in Hackney.” 

Representatives from all the political 
parties in the Council joined pupils in 
making a public statement of commitment 
to say ‘never again’ to genocide. A 
memorial candle was lit before two 
minutes’ silence was held for reflection. 

After the ceremony, a floral tribute was 
placed next to the Holocaust memorial 
plaque in the Town Hall Square. 

The Speaker also attended the opening of 
the Anne Frank exhibition at the Et Cetera 
Gallery in Darnley Road, E9, on 5 
February.

A MOVING ceremony at the Town 
Hall marked Holocaust Memorial 
Day and remembered victims of 
genocide worldwide. 

The event, led by the Speaker of 
Hackney, Cllr Faizullah Khan, brought 
together young people and Council 
representatives on 25 January - two days 
before the 63rd anniversary of the 
liberation of Auschwitz concentration 
camp in 1945. 

The Simon Marks Jewish Primary School 
choir sang during the ceremony and a 
prayer was read. 

Young people from The Petchey 
Academy, Skinners’ Company’s School for 
Girls, and Hackney Free and Parochial 
Church of England School also spoke 
about visiting the Holocaust memorial at 
Auschwitz.

H ackney is 

officially one of the 
most improved 
Councils in the 
country, according to an 
independent review. 

It is among just nine of 
London’s 33 local 
authorities to get the top 
rating of ‘improving 
strongly’ in the Audit 
Commission’s annual league 
table of performance. 

Hackney was also 
awarded three stars, out of 
a possible four, for its 
improved services to 
residents. Performance over 
the last year shows ‘one of 
the highest rates of service 
improvement in London and 


a top quartile improvement 
rate nationally’, the 
assessment states. 

The Commission, 
through its detailed annual 
review of councils, praised 
Hackney for its housing 
services, recycling rates, and 
its speed in processing 
benefit claims. Children’s 
services and adult social 
care scored well and it also 
highlighted improved 
resident satisfaction ratings. 

The report says the 
Council’s use of resources 
has improved in the last 
year and that strong and 
effective management is 
providing good community 
leadership, which is 
continuing to improve civic 
pride. It concludes by 
saying the Council has the 
capacity to deliver its 
robust plans for future 


improvement. 

Mayor Jules Pipe said: 
“This is an excellent 
achievement for Hackney 
and a ringing endorsement 
of the Council’s improving 
services and financial 
stability. Gaining three stars 
shows just how far the 
Council has come in the 


last few years. But we 
recognise there is still much 
to do and we know we 
have to get better faster.” 

The Audit Commission is 
now citing Hackney as an 
example of a Council that 
has made consistent 
progress.

Fair deal for all 

LOCAL businesses are being urged 
to support a growing campaign to 
encourage ethical shopping. 

Fairtrade Fortnight, which runs 
from 25 February to 9 March, is 
backed by Flackney Council. 

The event highlights the plight of millions of farmers and 
workers in developing countries who don’t receive a fair 
price for their work or produce. 

Highlights of the fortnight include: an exhibition in 
Flackney Library; the chance to hear from an international 
Fairtrade producer; a special church service and a business 
breakfast in Stoke Newington. It is all being organised by 
the Flackney Fairtrade Group (HFG) which was set up in 
2007 to campaign for more local business to stock Fairtrade 
goods and offer residents more ethical choices. 

Cllr Ian Rathbone from HFG, said: “Fairtrade has 
demonstrated its potential to help producers improve their 
livelihoods. We would really like to hear from local 
businesses, cafes and restaurants willing to help.” 

The Council is also doing its bit. Fairtrade goods are used 
more widely throughout the organisation, including 
refreshments at all main committee meetings. 

Also, Flackney is preparing to apply for Fairtrade Council 
status, recognising the level of Fairtrade retailers in the 
borough. Cllr Nargis Khan, Cabinet Member for Community 
Services, said: “I hope Hackney’s small but growing network 
of retailers will be the start of a bigger movement locally to get 
a better deal for farmers and workers in poorer countries.”

T HE process begins 
months before, 
filling out papers 
and taking a general 
knowledge test about life in 
Britain. Then the final 
phase, a ceremony and 
declaration that means you 
are now a British citizen. 

This is the story of 
hundreds of people each 
year, who come to Hackney 
from around the globe, all 
sharing a desire to become 
equal citizens and to 
participate fully in the 
social and political life of 
the country. 

The citizenship 
ceremonies take place in 
the Council Chamber of 
Hackney Town Hall. It is a 
fitting surrounding for such 
a meaningful event, with its 
polished, dark wood 
panelling and green leather, 
all under the watchful eye 
of a portrait of Queen 
Elizabeth II. 

A glance round the 
chamber reveals the 
diversity of applicants, a 
true refection of the 
multicultural society that 
Britain, and Hackney in 
particular, has become. 

The statistics back up this 
cultural depth. Last year 
over 1,900 new citizens 
from over 30 nations - as 
far a field as Nigeria, 
Pakistan and Australia - all 
chose to become British 
citizens in Hackney, 
bringing their individual 
talents and experiences to 
the borough. 

Faiqa Komeyli, who came 
to the UK from Iraq over 
10 years ago, became a 
British citizen at a

bank accounts were 
difficult before. I feel much 
more confident now.” 

The Speaker of Hackney, 
who is elected annually by 
fellow councillors, leads the 
citizenship ceremonies. This 
year Cllr Faizullah Khan is 
enjoying the role. He said: 
“They are hugely 
important occasions, 
marking the significant 
moment when people from 
all over the world become 
British citizens for the first 
time. 

“It is an honour for me, 
as the civic representative 
of the borough, to host the 
ceremonies in Hackney 
and to officially welcome 
these residents into our 


society. Being able to share 
what is often an emotional 
event with so many people 
brings me a real sense of 
pride.” 

The ceremonies are run 
by the Council’s registrars, 
who also record all the 
births, deaths, marriages, 
and civil partnerships in the 
borough.

The young people pay for 
the trips themselves through 
their own fund-raising 
efforts, and Ngozi said that 
they return with new 
motivation and purpose. 

“It’s made a positive 
difference to everyone who 
has gone to Africa,” Ngozi 
said. “They’ve realised 
they’re privileged and are 
now going into schools and 
telling others of their 
experiences, and now 

they’re wanting to 
go to university.” 
The most 
recent trip was to Ghana 
last year, to mark the 200th 
anniversary of the abolition 
of the Transatlantic Slave 
Trade, and also 50 years of 
Ghanian independence. 

Closer to home, Emashi 
also regularly perform in 
local schools, at the 
Hackney Empire, and for 


the Prince’s Trust - and it 
was during a concert in 
1998 that a very special 
guest joined in. Ngozi said: 
“Prince Charles was good, 
he had a go, and we gave 
him some tuition.” 

It’s not only royalty who 
have taken notice either, she 
was part of a delegation 
that met the former Prime 
Minister Tony Blair at 10 
Downing Street, last 
January, as part of events to 
mark Abolition ’07. 

Ngozi’s work has 
expanded into other areas 
over the years, and she 
plays a key role in Dakrobi 
Arts, an organisation that 
takes groups of Hackney 
young people aged 14-24 to 
rural East Anglia, to learn 
life skills such as conflict 
resolution. 

She said: “I’m home here 
and Hackney people have 
been so supportive - it’s an 
honour in itself.”

of all ages, has since gone 
on to perform for the 
Queen and travel the world. 

Over the years, the 
ensemble has built up an 
extended family of 
hundreds of members, 
including Leona Lewis long 
before her X-Factor success. 
The group has performed as 
far afield as Barbados, 
Ghana and Gambia. 

Ngozi said: “What’s great 
is that members are now the 
children of children who 
once came along - it’s about 
bringing the young people 
and the elders 

together.”

This latest three-year

strategy for 2008-2011 
sets out how the Council 
buys things - from 100 per 
cent recycled paper for its 
printers to biodiesel fuel 
for vehicles. 

Cllr Jamie Carswell, 


Deputy Mayor of Hackney, 
said: “A cleaner, greener, 
Hackney is one of our 
top priorities, and I am 
delighted the Council is 
leading by example on 
environmental 
sustainability.” 

The Council is adopting a 
raft of measures to make 
sustainability a big issue 
when it comes to awarding 
contracts. 

It provides guidelines for 
smaller, localised contracts 


in order to cut the distance 
goods are transported. 

For bigger contracts 
worth more than £25,000, 
a bespoke Procurement 
Impact Assessment 
(PRIM AS) tool is used to 
gauge the environmental, 
equalities, and economic 
risks. 

Fair Trade products will 
be promoted and proposals 
for a network of Green 
Liaison Officers are 
included in the document.

THE name Anne Frank is synonymous with the 
Holocaust and the tragedy of her short life. 
Discovered in hiding by the Nazis in 1944, the 
Jewish teenager, her mother and older sister 
died in concentration camps. After the war, her 
father Otto, the family’s only survivor, found 
Anne’s inspirational diary. 

But before this terrible time the Franks were an 
ordinary happy family, captured by Otto’s 
camera. 

The exhibition - brought to Hackney with the 
help of The Learning Trust - brings together 
special and rarely seen photos taken in 
Frankfurt and Amsterdam. It includes text 
describing the scenes, period artefacts, 


including toys similar to those seen in some of 
the pictures, and doting Otto’s camera. 

At the opening, children from the Hackney Free 
and Parochial School were among the first in 
the borough to get an insight into a different 
side of Anne’s story -her baby pictures, a trip to 
the seaside, and images of her grandmother 
and cousins. 

Launching the show, Cllr Faizullah Khan, 
Speaker of Hackney, said: “Let’s be encouraged 
that the young people here today - and their 
generation - take these events seriously. It is 
they we will rely on to carry the torch in future 
years of understanding the dignity of difference 
and that we all share the same humanity.” 
Considering the events that followed, the mood 
of most of the exhibition is serene, even joyous. 
The endearing and sentimental images stand in 
sharp contrast to a poignant shot of Otto after 
returning from the concentration camp, 
standing alone in the attic room where the 
family hid, overwhelmed by sorrow.

Young eyes on democracy 

PUPILS given the powers of Scrutiny councillors for a week 
have made a DVD of their experiences. 

Seven teenagers looked into getting more of their peers 
involved in local democracy, and were filmed quizzing 
Council and Electoral Commission officers, Cabinet 
members and other young people.

A report and the film were presented to the Council’s 
Overview and Scrutiny Board in January. Pupils were given 
certificates and DVDs by Cllr Geoff Taylor, chairman of the 
Children and Young People’s Scrutiny Commission. He said: 
“They argued strongly for some helpfully bold initiatives.” 

Careers through language 

HACKNEY housing providers have teamed up with a local 
training firm to offer free English classes to the borough’s 
Bangladeshi community. 

Council partner Hackney Homes and Bangla Housing 
launched the programme at the Landfield Estate, E5, in 
January. The classes are provided by UXL and funded by 
the London Development Agency. 

The aim of the scheme is to help Bangladeshi people aged 
1 6-plus improve their job prospects. 

Jackie Loftus from Hackney Homes said the lessons, which 
came about with help from Tenants and Residents 
Associations, are proving popular.

P aradise House 
School, also 
known as the 
Modern School, 
started life in 
1876 in Redesdale House 
in Lordship Park.

First World War (1914- 
1918). 

The first issue - which is 
hand- written and dated 
First Term, 1901 - 
explains the impetus for 
i starting a magazine:

Pollution no-go zone launch 



THE UK’s first ever no-go 
zone for heavily polluting 
lorries has been launched 
in London. 

Drivers of the worst 
offending vehicles face 
£200 a day fines for 
entering the capital under 
the new scheme. 

The Low Emission Zone 
- the largest in the world - 
is aimed at improving air 
quality for millions of 
Londoners. 

It is designed to force 
drivers of big, dirty vehicles 
to upgrade their engines to 
cleaner, environmentally- 
friendly models. 

Road cameras check all 
lorries over 12-tonnes 
entering the zone, 24 hours 
a day, seven days a week, 


against a database of 
vehicles certified as 
meeting EU exhaust limits, 
those not on the list will 
have to pay up. 

From July, it will also 
cover all lorries exceeding 
3.5 tonnes, buses and 
coaches. By October 2010 
large vans, minibuses and 
caravans will also have to 
upgrade or pay. 

Over one million 


Londoners live in areas 
that currently exceed 
statutory air quality limits. 

Poor air quality worsens 
asthma and causes the 
premature death of an 
estimated 1,000 people 
each year in the capital. 

Mayor of London, Ken 
Livingstone, said: 
“Thousands of Londoners 
suffer ill-health from 
pollution released by 


traffic fumes. This is why 
we are launching the 
London-wide Low 
Emission Zone. 

“It will improve quality 
of life, and clean London’s 
air, which is among the 
most polluted in Europe.” 

Neil Churchill, Chief 
Executive of Asthma UK, 
added: “Traffic pollution is 
a major problem for 
people with asthma in 
London, with 66 per cent 
telling us that it aggravates 
their condition, sometimes 
resulting in debilitating 
asthma attacks.

Cash to 


keep on the 


move 

BILLIONS of pounds in 
funding have been 
committed to London’s 


transport network by 
the Government. 


The 10-year 
settlement means that 
renewal and expansion 
can continue. This 


includes the ongoing 
transformation of the Tube and London Overground - with 
new stations for Hackney - and the expansion of rail and 
bus services. The money will also be used for preparations 
for the 201 2 Olympics, the Crossrail project, and to fund 
programmes promoting walking and cycling. 

The Mayor of London, Ken Livingstone, said: “London’s 
transport network underpins the capital’s economy, which 
benefits the whole of the UK. 


“This settlement recognises the crucial role that transport 
plays in London’s economic success, and the importance of 
completing the renewal and expansion of the network.” 


Driving down youth statistics 

THE fatal consequences of speeding have been brought 
home to young drivers in hard-hitting workshops. 

Drivers aged 1 7-25 account for just eight per cent of car 
drivers in London, but are involved in 1 8 per cent of all 
collisions. 

Students from 20 London boroughs attended ‘Risk It and 
Lose It’ workshops involving a mock inquest held by a real 
coroner, a filmed reconstruction of a crash, and 
presentations from members of the emergency services 
and people affected by crashes. 

Commander Shabir Hussain, of the Metropolitan Police 
Service’s Traffic and Transport Unit, said: “Young people are 
the greatest risk to themselves, passengers and other road 
users. This event is not about punishing younger people, 
but helping them correctly assess hazards and stay alive.” 


Good start for Overground 


London Overground trains serving passengers in the 
borough have improved since the franchise was taken over 
from Silverlink in November. 



Figures for the first four weeks show that 89.1 per cent of 
trains arrived within five minutes of schedule, ranking 
London Overground seventh out of the country’s 20 

mainline train operators, ahead of the 
85.9 per cent national 


average.
